And the witnesses necessary for a 
prosecution were scattered through 
a wild and almost untraversdd coun­ 
try 300 miles long and 200 miles wide. 
To assemble them would be a labor 
of years. 
Joy as M agistrate 
So Joy simply sent messages to 
them notifying thcmf to appear and 
be arrested. 
And so great was the fear of the 
long arm of the mpuntcd police that 
both accused and witnesses began to 
filter in voluntarily to be placed 
under arrest. They were all on hand 
within two months.

Out of this miglit easily grow civ­ 
il war. 
It this occurred with its further 
destruction of values, ravag ng di 
fields and shooting up of cities, the 
allies could kiss goodby any hopes of 
reparations 
or indemnities, 
unless 
they grabbed chunks of German te r­ 
ritory. 
Since I have visited Germany this 
time, there have been incidents of 
grave import. 
In cities as scattered 
as Cologne, Dusseldorf, Dresden and 
Brunswick, there have been serious | 
disturbances. 
Maddened 
by 
high 
prices, 
spurred 
by 
Communist 
preaching, mobs smashed windows 
and looted shops. 
It is significant that most places 
plundered were groceries and shos 
stores; also th at in every case the 
old hands at Communist agitation 
took no part. 
Most of the rioters 
were young fellows, easily influenced 
to violence. In almost every instance 
the police were helpless. 
“ 
A thing happened at Dresden that 
bodes no good to foreigners. 
The 
mob marched to the leading hotels 
.and howled execration at those who 
come into Germany, eating up the 
people’s food and forcing up prices. 
One of the best informed editors in 
Berlin expressed to me his fear for 
the republ'c. Ho put it like this: 
“Under the Versailles treaty the 
republic is allowed a maximum of 
109,000 troops. 
Policing a ntion of 
65,000,000 is a tremendous task. 
If 
mob violence started all ever Gar* 
many, the government simply might 
not be able to handle the situation. 
“I fear that is what the Monarch­ 
ists w'sh. 
The 
Junkers 
doubtless 
have arms. 
Also in many parts of 
Germany the reactionaries are sup­ 
posed to have 
organizations 
with 
subsidaries which 
call 
tl^m selves 
‘storm troops’ and drill in-'secrgt. 
“Suddenly you might see these re­ 
actionary forces appear, 
guns 
in 
Iiai^, under old army officers. They 
would say ^the 
government 
had 
showed itself powerless. 
Therefore 
they would

might not aim a t immediate restora­ 
tion of the throne but might imitate 
what happened in Hungary.

Admiral Horthy as supreme dictator, 
so in Germany they might set up a 
Hindenburg or a Ludendorff.

! observatory, near here, astronomers 
I rccontiy opened a box of huge pho­ 
tograph plates, taken at a far-away 
Australian outpost during the Sep­ 
tember eclipse of the sun, and sta rt­ 
ed developing them to prove or dis­ 
approve Dr. Albert Einstein’s theory 
of relativity. 
Dr. Einstein thinks the pictures 
will show the correctness of his the­ 
ory, which irf th at the sun attracts 
or bends the light of nearby planets. 
Dr. W. W. Campbell, director of the 
observatory and head of the W. H. 
Crocker expedition, which took the 
pictures, will make no statem ent un­ 
til the plates arc developed and in­ 
finitely delicate measurements and 
comparisons arc made. Several weeks 
will bo required for this work. 
Forty-eight 
photographs 
of 
the 
skies were taken by the expedition. 
Eight of them were in connection 
with the Einstein theory and the 
others were of the stars and spectrum 
and corona of the sun. 
F'our “Einstein cameras” designed 
and constructed esporially for the 
eclipse, were used by the expedition. 
'They required 
plates 
17 
inches 
¡square 
and 
a 
quarter of on inch 
I thick. 
The plates were made of 
' plate glass and weighed 7 pounds 
(each. 
The sun’s corona was photo- 
jgraphed with a camera 40 feet in 
1 focal length on 
plates 
14 
by 
17 
inches in size. 
The plates recently arrived here 
from the South Pacific with eighty- 
feur puckuges of scientific instru­ 


ments used by the party. 
The ship­ 
ment J ^ s sent to the observatory, 
which is on Mt. Hamilton, in bond by 
truck and the packages were opened 
with a government customs inspector 
present. The package of plates, care­ 
fully packed, weighed 600 pounds. 
During their journey across the Pa­ 
cific great care was taken to see 
that the plates arrived intact. 
The Crocker expedition was for­ 
tunate in that eclipse day was bright 
and clear.

NO MAKE SHIFT METHODS 
The iirohlem of running the slate industries is before 
the state officials and the state legislature, particularly 
the Grand Forks Mill and Elevator Project. 
Since there 
is no factional or party differenco of opinion as to the ques- 
tíon of experimenting in the milling business, it ought to 
be possible to apiily sober business methods to the pro.jecl. 
It may as well he recognized now as later that make 
shiit methods of financing have no place in a business enter­ 
prise. 
The legi.slatiire cannot .say with the Grand Fork.s 
mill, as it can with an educational institution, “you trim 
your saibs according to the appropriation.” 
It can establish 
a limit of money the slate is willing to put into the mill in 
the'exper'mental operation, hut it cannot afford to handicap 
the managers wdtb detailed directions as to how to spend it. 
iTie n)i!ling business in large firms is conducted upon 
a small jirofit ami big turnover. 
Large amounts of capital 
are rouuired to conduct such busine.sses. 
The chance for 
loss of money is great. 
The legislature might well say 
whether the mill shall be operated on the biggest scale pos­ 
sible— day and night — or it might say that production 
.should be limited for a period of two or three years. 
Hav­ 
ing decided this, the mill ought to be provided with ample 
ca))ital. 
If the uncertainty of availability of finances in 
the Bank of North Dakota or the danger of “freezing” huge 
sums makes dependency on this in.stitution unwise, the 
legislature may well anpropriate one million, or two million, 
for the mill capital stock — and tell the taxpayers to foot 
the h'll. 
The effect ought not to reach the taxpayers in­ 
directly. 
It ought to reach their pocketbooks directly. 
Let 
them either feel the benefit or feel the loss with a dull and 
sickening thud.

H e says he’s full of pep all day. 
And grasp this: 
, Arthur, who formerly was almost 
entirely bald, now is growing a heavy new head of hair. 


What is one man’s meat may be another man’s poison. 
VVTial rejuvenates A rthur Evelyn-Liardet might have oppo­ 
site effects on another. 
So far, only a very few old men have e.xperiments with 
the monkey gland operation. 
There cases are exceptional. 
The average result (a general rule) will not be known until 
the operation has been performed on many thousands. 
Barring his new' growth of hair, Arthur’s evidences of a 
restoration of vigor might easily result from imagination, 
or self-hypnotism by his faith in the power of glands. 


People who are considering taking a chance on the 
mcMikey gland operation should keep this in mind and weigh 
it cautionsly:

H. B. 5, 0, 7, 9. 10, Paul Johnson, 
Pembina (Ind.)

All five 
m easures were referred to the ju ­ 
die ary comm ittee and Judge Robin­ 
son will be cUlled before th at body 
to explain the purposes in detail. 
H. B. r>, provides a redem ption pe­ 
r od o ’ three years providing th at 
the original owner may redeem any 
parcel of land sold at tax sale w ith­ 
in three yeaFs, by paym ent of the 
Omount pa d by the purchaser plus 
eight percent intoiest. 
H. B. G, prevents the holder of ne­ 
gotiable paper obtained by "fraud, 
deception or ad -quatc consideration” 
from “ recover.ng w ithout proof th a t 
he lecc ved the same in good faith.

In other lines, the advertising 
identifies the product in the possible buyer’s mini, 
pouses his interest in it and establishes his confidence 
in the maker, upon which the dealer can cash in by his 
own selling efforts.
